BARCELONA, Nov. 8.—(By Cable 
‘and Associated Press.) A dynamite 
bomb was thrown last night by an An- 
archist into the midst of a crowded 
theater, a magnificent building, the 
largest of the kind in Europe, and 
filled last night with a distinguished 
audience, estimated to number 4000, the 
opera of ‘“‘William Tell’ being given. 

While the performance was in prog- 
ress, two dynamite bombs were hurled 
from the topmost gallery into the midst 
of the stage. One exploded with a de- 
tonation which shook the building to its 
foundation and scattered death and de- 
struction on every side. The second 
bomb fell into the lap of a lady and

THE HAWAINAN QUESTION. 


The Alleged Needed Precedent for Annexa- 
tion Has Been Recovered. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—(By tie As- 
sociated Press.) Some sensational dis- 
patches published yesterday afternoon 
and morning to the effect that Liliuo- 
kalani would be restored to the throne 
of Hawali by the United States govern- 
ment brought 2 flood of inquiries to the 
State Department. The officials of this 
department: ridiculed the proposition, 
which is regarded by them as absurd. 
This is the nearest to any statement 
which has been obtained from any one 
in an official capacity connected with 
the State Department in regard to the 
Hawaiian matter. 

An interesting fact has been devel- 
oped bearing on the Hawaiian annexa- 
tion question in the records of the 
Navy Department. The Brooks or Mid- 
way Islands, which are considered part 
of the Hawaiian group, were, on Aug- 
ust, 28, 1867, formally taken possession 
of by Capt. William Reynolds, com- 
manding the U.S.S. Lackawanna on be- 
half of the United States. The islands 
had previously been discovered on July 
5, 1859, by Capt. N. C. Brooks of the 
Hawalian. bark Gambria, who formally 
took possession of them in the name of 
the Hawaiian government. 

The United States government was 
actuated by the request of Secretary of 
the Navy Gideon Welles by Allan Mc- 
Lane, then president of the Pacific 
Mail Company, who desired to use the 
istands as a coaling station. to issue or- 
ders to Rear Admiral Thacher, com- 
manding the North Pacific squaaron, to 
take formal possession of the islands. 

Capt. Reynolds, in reporting the cere- 
mony of taking possession to Rear Ad- 
miral Thatcher, says: “It is exceed- 
ingly gratifying to have been concerned 
in taking possession of the first islands 
ever added to the dominion of the 
United States beyond her own shores, 
and I sincerely hope the instance will 
be by no means the last of our insular 
possessions.” 

In view of the fact that much has 
been said and written on the lack of 
precedént for assumption by the United 
States of dominion over detached 
islands, such as' the Hawaiian group, 
this record in the Navy Department 
bears on the question with interest.

A TRUE PICTURE. 

SAN: FRANCISCO, Nov. 8.—The 
Chronicle prints an interview with one 
of the most prominent Americans resid- 
ing in Hawaii. While not an officer of 
the provisional government, he prob- 
ably has more influence with the men 
in control there as a legal adviser than 
any other man. Speaking of the pub- 
lished reports of President Cleveland’s 
intention to restore Queen Liliuokalani 
to the throne, this gentleman, while 
not saying so directly, hints that the 
Americans in Hawaii will make a 
desperate resistance to any attempt to 
turn the islands over to native rule 
again. 

After predicting that bloodshed would 
surely follow any such attempt, he 
says that the provisional government 
has now been in control for nearly a 
year, and has been recognized and en- 
couraged by the United States govern- 
ment. Is it reasonable, he asks, to 
expect that those who have incurred 
such grave responsibilities in the revo-s 
lution and who have given time and 
money to the maintenance of security 
and justice, will willingly submit to 
being placed at the mercy of those 


“whom they know are unfit to govern, | 


and to whose justice they would fear to 
intrust themselves and interests. 


ENLISTING AMERICANS. 
Brazil Said to Be in Need of Skilled Sea- 
men. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) James P. Satchell, the 
well-known steamship engineer of this 
city, says there is no doubt that Flint 
& Co. of New York are procuring men 

and engineers for Brazilian service. 

fie says: ‘‘Flint & Co. have been cor- 
responding with a number of seamen 
and engineers in this city, among them 
myself, trying to make arrangements 
to ship us. They want engineers badly, 
and in their letters to me have stated 
that they will pay $100 a month and 
$300 advance money. When we enlist, 
we have to give up all allegiance to the 
United States and swear allegiance to 
Brazil. When we arrive at Brazil we. 
are supposed to have an option whether 
or not wg enter government service.’ 

An official of the State Department 
distinctly asserts that the department 
is not authorized to take the initiative 
in such cases as this, even if the neu- 
trality laws are being violated; the re- 
sort is to the courts. 

The statement that men are being ea- 
listed ‘in this country is emphatically 
denied by Senor Mendonca, the~Brazil- 
ian Minister. Questioned tonight by a 
representative of the Associated Press, 
Senor Mendonca said: “If the Brazil- 
ian government desired to enlist men 
in the United States, they would have 
to send a special officer Tor that pur- 
pose. To enlist men otherwise would 
be against the laws and regulations of 
Brazil. The legation has no power to 
enlist men. : 

“The Brazilian government has no in- 
tention of sending an enlisting officer 
here, though it is certainly the inten- 
tion to employ capable and skilled men 
to take charge of the munitions of war. 
Flint has a contract to transport these 
articles safely to Brazil. None of the 
men emnloyed are under contract to re- 
main in Brazil. On the contrary, many 
go on condition that they may return 
immediately.”

The Returns are Still Very Incomplete—

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The results of the elec- 
tions have been a surprise to all parties 
here. In fact, they do not accord with 
the predictions of either Democrats, Re- 
publicans or Populists, and the election 
of O’Ferrall in Virginia, where the 
Democrats were terrorized by the Popu- 
lists’ claims, is another surprise. This, 
however, is only small comfort in the 
face of .the. 
elsewhere. 

They expected defeat in States where 
the free-coinage element was strong, 
but were not prepared to be snowed 
under in the sound-money States like 
and New York. 
cribe the result to two causes: Dis- 
satisfaction of the farmers over the 
financial situation, and apathy of dis- 
appointed office-seekers. 

The defeat in Iowa is regretted, not 
so much on account of insuring the 
election of a Republican United States 
Senator, as in the practical removal of 
Gov. Boies from the list of eligible 
Presidential timber. 

The Populists are much disappointed 
at their showing, but claim that later 
returns will be better for them. About 
the only complacent men in the Demo- 
cratic ranks are the silver men, who 
are in a position to say to the Presi- 
dent, “I told you so.”’ They will take 
this as a test, and, at the opening of 
the regular session, will be prepared to 
renew the fight for silver more vigor- 
ously than ever, if possible. It is not 
believed that the President is discour- 
aged by the landslide, as he is known 
to “believe that time will vindicate his 
policy.

The Eevning World says: “In Brook- 
lyn, as in the State, the result has not 
been a Democratic defeat and a Re- 
publican victory. New York is still 
Democratic; Brooklyn is still Demo- 
cratic. In the State and in the sister 
city the victory was won by honest 
and sincere Democrats over those who 
injured the party by objectionable 
methods and bad nominations. Democ- 
racy will be all the stronger in the 
future from the purification it has re- 
ceived,”’ 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.--The 
editorially, will say tomorrow: 

“If the results of the great political 
landslide of Tuesday demonstrates one 
thing more than another it is that 
when really great principles. or great 
economic interests are involved in the 
contest the merely partisan yoke hangs 
loosely around the public neck.

OHIO POLITICS. 


—------- 


A Review of the 


"Since 1865. 

(Ohio State Journal:) For the pur- 
poses of comparison, we will go back 
to 1865, when Gen. J. D. Cox made the 
race for ‘ernor against Gen. George 
W. Morgdn. \The election of '63, when 
the gallant Jack Brough buried Clement 
L. Vallandigham, under the wonderful 
maority of 100,882 votes,‘ could hardly 
be taken as the normal opinion of the 
people, for then, thousands of Demo- 
crats in Ohio, and in the field, voted 
against the traitor, Vallandigham. They 
wete Union men first and Democrats 
afterward. © But the campaign of ‘65 
affords a better opportunity for the 
purposes of comparison. Cox. defeated 
Morgan by a majority of 39,836 votes, 
and that figure has never been ap- 
proached by any Republican guber- 
natorial candidate since (up to 1893.) 
The second campaign of Hon. Charles 
W. Foster against John W. Bookwalter 
in 1881, was the nearest to it—24,309. 

Two years later, in 1867, the Demo- 
crats came very near carrying the 
State, Gen. Rutherford B. Hayes only 
defeating Judge Allen G. Thurman by 
the small majority of 2983 votes. In 
that time the Republicans lost 37,000 of 
the excess votes over Morgan in ‘65. 
So close was the result that for several 
days after the election the triumph of 
Thurman was claimed by Democrats 
and conceded by the Republicans. 
Negro suffrage was the question in that 
campaign, and the Democrats carried 
the Legislature, electing Thurman 
United States Senator, succeeding Ben 
Wade. 

In 1869, Gen. Hayes made his second 
race, this time against George H. Pen- 
dleton, and after a most exciting cam- 
paign was only able to win by the close 
margin of 7501 plurality, in a total 
vote of 463,340. This was the year 
when the repudiation of the interest 
on United States. bonds and the. pay- 
ment of the national debt in green- 
backs was the issue. 

In 1871, there was a renaissance of 
Republican prospects, and Gen. Edward 
F. Noyes defeated Gen. George W. Mc- 
Cook by the largely increased plurality 
of 20,168 votes, but two Wears later, 
when the unhappy religious question 
was” allowed to enter the campaign. 
Gen. Noyes went down before “Rise 
Up” William Allen by $817 plurality, al- 
though the balance of the Republican 
ticket, heaged by Jacob Mueller (who 
afterward turned his political coat and 
got a consulship under Cleveland,) 

ulled through. 

“ At the next gubernatorial contest 
Gen. Hayes was again drafted into the 
service for the third time_to make the 
race against Allen, and opposed to the 
platform of the Democrats favoring a 
circulation of irredeemable paper cur- 
rency and) against the resumption of 
specie payments. That was the great 
battle for staple currency in Ohio that 
attracted the attention of the nation, 
and after an almost unparalleled cam- 
paign the Republicans were only able 
to win by 5544 plurality. 

The West-Bishop contest followed, and 

Ohio was swept into the Democratic 
column by a majority of 22,520 votes, 
the biggest triumph for that party 
since 1863. when William Medill de- 
feated Nelson Barrere by 61,806 votes. 
Our readers will remember that the un- 
fortunate speech of Hon. W. H. West 
the night of his nomination had much 
to do with the result. . 
In 1879. Hon. Charles Foster appeared 
on the scene, winning his first spurs by 
defeating Judge Taft for the nomina- 
tion in Cincinnati. Gen. Thomas Ewing 
was the Democratic candidate, and the 
campaign was fought on the money 
question again, Foster winning after a 
hard fight by 17,129 plurality. 

In 1881 Foster was renominated, and 
Hon. John W. Bookwalter led the op- 
position. The “Pond bill,” imposing a 
tax on liquor dealers, was a feature in 
this fight, and Foster won by the in- 
creased plurality of 24,3038. Bookwalter 
could not command his full party 
strengum,. 

Then came another political flop, in 
1883, when George Hoadly defeated 
Joseph B. Foraker by 12,529 plurality. 
The liquor agitation over the passage 
of the “Scott law” had all to do with 
this result, but it also showed that Ohio 
was a_bit uncertain on purely State is- 
sues. 

Hoadly was defeated by Foraker two 
years later, or in 1885, by 17,451 plural- 
ity, more than reversing the verdict 
of 1883. The Republicans had recov- 
ered from the liquor scare, the Scott 
law had been pronounced constitu- 
tional, and voters, nominally Repub- 
lican, returned to their allegiance. 

In 1887 Thomas E. Powelltried his 
lance against the armor of Governor 
Foraker and was defeated by 23,329 
plurality. Powell. enjoys the distinc- 
tion of going down before a larger 


plurality than any Democrat since the 


Foster-Bookwalter contest in 1881. 

A fourth time did Gov, Foraker enter 
the list, but hewas defeated by James 
E. Campbell by 10,872 plurality, and in 
the fall of 1891, Campbell was in turn 
defeated by Hon. William McKinley 
by 21,511 plurality. 

Since 1863 the vote of Ohio has in- 
creased from 475,866 to about 800,000, 
almost double, and since Gen. Cox de- 
feated Gen. Morgan in 1866, ex- 
cluding the campaigns when Bishop, 
Allen, Hoadly and Campbell were 
elected by the Democrats, the 
average Republican majority has been 
but; 14,268 votes. In a number of those 
campaigns the lines were tightly 
drawn and both parties fought with the 
desperation born of despair, every pos- 


sible vote being polled.

Colorado 
will also send a working model of a 
mine in that State, which model re- 
quired many years to construct. Mean- 
time, Southern California should leave 
no stone unturned to secure the most 
complete and attractive exhibit of the 
products of this section which has ever 
been brought together. The land-own- 
ers of this section are so directly in- 
terested in securing a first-class ex- 
hibit that it should be entirely unneces- 
sary to point out to them the desirabil- 
ity of a liberal contribution to the nec- 
essary funds. It is not too much to say 
that a contribution of 1 per cent. of the 
extra sales of property in Southern Cal- 
ifornia which are likely to be made 
through an attractive exhibit at San 
Francisco would be sufficient to fix up 
a Southern California display in good 
shape. It is a chance which may not 
occur again for a number of years, and

One of 
these recalcitrant Democrats was 4 
prominent member of the once-promis- 
ing Hill Club, and is now an aspirant 
for some position in the Internal Reve- 
nue Collector’s office. Boies’s defeat in 
lowa also seemed to strike these anti- 
administrationites very hard. Boies 
was running for a third term, and, next 
to Hill, was the only candidate who had 
any show against Cleveland in the last 
national convention. As far as the 
other States were concerned, these few 
malcontents did not seem to worry 
much, and the more McKinley’s plural- 
ity grew, the less did they seem to care. 

The others in the crowd called them- 
selves Cleveland Democrats, and, 
strange to say, also seemed to find 
some consolation in the great turn- 
down. Of course, these purists said it 
was the rotten politics of the anti-ad- 
ministration machines in the different 
States that did it, and in confirmation 
they quoted the solitary example in 
Virginia, where O’Ferrall, the Cleveland 
candidate, had wiped out the People’s 
party nominee. This brought the con- 
versation to the unexpected rout of the 
“‘claim-everything’’ Populists, who even 
fell down in such supposed strongholds 
as Colorado and Kansas. Over this un- 


expected elimination of the third party 


as a future disturbing factor in politics, 
the majority of those present at the 
‘“‘wake’’ seemed to felicitate themselves, 
inasmuch as, although the Democrats 
had sustained a stunning defeat in the 
fracas, the Populist rout was decidedly 
more complete. 

But when it came to the local situa- 
tion, there appeared a remarkable 
unanimity of sentiment among the 
mourners, every mothers’ son of whom 
is an applicant for some Federal office. 
The Clevelandites and Hillites all 
“chipped in” and said the President 
was delaying too long in bouncing Re- 
publicans and putting the needy ‘‘outs’”’ 
in. While the Cleveland Democrats 
were not prepared to agree with their 
Hill brethren that this delay was the 
only reason for the slump, yet they did 
admit that it was one of the prime 
causes. 

Here the conversation settled to the 
local situation. The removal of John 
C. Quinn as Internal Revenue Collector 
and the appointment of Olin Welborn 
to the position was taken up. It was 
the one bright ray of hope in all the 
wreck and debris, and was looked upon 
as an omen that a change of policy 


with regard to California appointments | 


was impending. 

Senator White’s recent flying trip 
East on the Chinese matter and his ex- 
pected return next Monday were then 
variously commented on. The general 
impression among the coterie seemed to 
be that ‘Our Steve’’ had other objects 
in view when he went to Washington 
so hastily, and that something else be- 
side Welborn’s appointment would drop 
very shortly. In other words, it was 
assumed that Cleveland had unlimbered 
himself and as#ked the Senator’s help in 
making some important changes in Cali- 
fornia offices. As Mr. White has just left 
Washington and is coming home by 
way of San Francisco it was further 
surmised that the President had in- 
trusted Welborn’s certificate of ap- 
pointment to the Senator fo be deliv- 
ered to the Santa Clara statesman in 
person. This being a purely White ap- 
pointment “‘the boys” argued therefrom 
that entire harmony between the senior 
California Senator and the administra- 
tion has again been restored. 

Incidentally it was mentioned that the 
Senator will also mend another fence 
while in the neighborhood of San Fran- 
cisco. It is understood that Barney 
Murphy, he of the exhaustive shirt 
bosom and immaculate hospitality, as- 


-pires to occupy Gov. Markham’s shoes 


when that gentleman casts them off, 
and that the Senatog looks upon his 
candidacy with favor. Be that as it 
may there is no doubt that San Jose 
will have a great pull in the next guber- 
natorial campaign on account of the 
prominence of the capitol-moving prop- 
osition. If the Garden City is willing to 
forego its claims in that direction it is 
perfectly natural to presume that in re- 
turn Sacramento and her supporters 
will throw their strength in the conven- 
tion to the smooth and oily talker from 
San Jose. In fact, the capitol-moving 
proposition is now considered even a 
bigger lever than the Chinese exclusion 
act and Tom Geary, whose hopes were 
at their zenith a few weeks ago, will, it 
appears, come out of the struggle sec- 
ond best. Geary voted with the admin- 
istration on the silver question and thus 
antagonized a large portion of the 
‘party. His claim for recognition on ac- 
count of his anti-Chinese record is thus 
offset and he will not have plain sail- 
ing when he attempts to run against 
the wily politician from San Jose. 

Considering all this, Senator White's 
return is anxiously looked for, and 
those aspirants for office who have been 
waiting for an open reconciliation to 
take place between the senior Senator 
and the President will breathe much 
easier when they know that the entering 
wedge has been driven. Quinn’s dis- 
placement and Welborn’s appointment 
seem to indicate that hereafter outside 
influences, as in the case of Collector 
Wise and Superintendent of the -Mint 
Daggett, will not control the President 
in distributing pap, and that the Con- 
grersional delegation from now on will 
have its proper say on the subjecte For 
this straw the hopeful candidates seem 
sincerely thankful, and can look with 
more or less complacency on the pdig- 
nant sufferings. theif .non-office-seeking 
brethren are now undergoing.

OUT FIVE MINUTES. 


No Time Wasted in the 
Haley Case. 


The Forger and Blackmailer Dis- 
posed of Shortly: 


The Sciscich Will Contest Disposed 
of Out of Court. 


One-Quarter of the Estate to Go to the Dead 
Woman's Child—General Court 
Notes—Today's Cal- 
endar. 


In Department One of the Superior 
Court yesterday J. Milton Haley ap- 
peared before Judge Smith and a jury, 
to answer to the charge of forgery, 
preferred against him, and was con- 
victed in short order, the jurors ap- 
parently having no doubt as to his 
guilt, after hearing the evidence against 
him, since they were only absent from 
the box for the space of five minutes 
while deliberating upon their verdict. 

On July 26 last, Haley, who repre- 
sented himself to be a clerk at the 
police station, entered into negotiations 
‘with Fay Carson, a demi-mondaine, 
whereby he agreed to secure certain 
premises at No. 501 New High street, 
which the woman desired to lease, and 
also promised her immunity from 
police interference, the consideration 
to be paid being $15 down and $10 per 
month, after September 1, for the chief 
of police, and $10 down and $5 per 
month for the officer on the beat. In 
order, doubtless, to convince the woman 
that he was acting in good faith in 
the matter, Haley gave her the key of 
the house she desired to rent, and a 
receipt for a month's rent, which pur- 
ported to be signed by Nolan & Smith, 
the real-estate agents, in whose hands 
the property had been placed by its 
owner. The woman thereupon paid 
Haley the sum of $20, the amount 
called for in the receipt, but, unfor- 
tunately for the accommodating young 
man, she soon afterward learned that 
he was not only unauthorized to rent 
the house, but had taken the liberty 
of signing the receipt for the firm 
which alone had that authority, and 
refused to accept her as a tenant. The 
matter was then placed in the hands 
of the police, with the result that Haley 
was arrested, when he admitted his 
perfidy. 

An investigation into his past career 
divulged the fact that he was versed 
in crime, he having been convicted of 
various offenses in several cities on 
the Coast. 

He will appear before Jidge Smith, 
for sentence, on Monday morning next. 
SETTLED OUT OF COURT. 

The trial of the contest over the 
estate of Luca Sciscich, deceased, which 
was commenced before Judge Clark and 
a jury in Department Two last week, 
came to an abrupt .conclusion .yester- 
day afternoon, the matter at issue 
having been amicably settled out of 
court, to the mutual satisfaction of all 

parties concerned. 

At 2° w'clotk, hour set the 
resumption of the hearing, the at- 
torneys representing the various in- 
terests at stake, and their clients, were 
closeted with Judge Clark in his cham- 
bers, it being expedient in case of fail- 
ure to agree as to the terms of the 
compromise, that the jury should not 
be present at the consultation. When 
the case was called, some fifty minutes 
later, Mr. Gage presented a stipulation, 
by the terms of which it was agreed 
between the parties to the action, that 
the minor, Paul Milostavich, by his 
guardian, J L. Pavkovich, should dis- 
miss the contest to the will of Luca 
Sciscich, deceased, of April 3, in con- 
sideration that he receive an undivided 
one-fourth of the estate of said Sciscich, 
the heirs and devisees agreeing to pay 
all taxable costs incurred by the con- 
testants and the jury fees, out of their 
own several estates. It was also agreed 
that, during the course of the adminis- 
tration of the estate, the attorneys for 
the proponent should collect all rents, 
etc. 
The jury was thereupon dismissed by 
Judge Clark, and the matter of ad- 
mitting the will to probate taken up, 
but, owing to the absence of some of 
the material witnesses, this matter was 
postponed until today.

D. B. Robinson, vice-president and 
general manager of the Santa Fe sys- 
tem, is expected to arrive in Los Ange- 
les the first of next year. Mr. Robinson 
has not visited Southern California 
since he was elected to his present of- 
fice, and it is understood that on this 
visit he will inspect all the lines in the 
West. 

There is a probability that the $80,000 
joan to the Nevada Southern road will 
be made by Los Angeles banks. Sev- 
eral meetings of bank directors were 
held yesterday to discuss the question 
of advancing the money, and it is ex- 
pected that at least $60,000- will be ob- 
tained from that source, and the rest 
from firms and individuals. 


City Teachers’ Salaries.

ENDED HIS LIFE. 
Suicide of a Young Man from Los Angelcs at 
San Diego. 


(San Diego Union, Wednesday:) Ed- 
ward Granville, living on Arctic street, 


between Palm and Quince, was 
hunting in one of the deep 
canyons north of Laurel _ street, 
yesterday afternoon, when he 


came upon the body of a young man 
lying upon the sloping bank in the bot- 
tom of the canyon.

The corpse was that of a good- 
looking, young man, about 26 years 
old, dressed in a decent black suit, with 
a derby hat beside his head. The body 
was removed to Johnson & Co.'s un- 
dertaking rooms. 

Coroner Woodward there examined 
the body and effects in detail. It was 
found that one cartridge had been ex- 
ploded, and a hole in the right temple 
showed where the bullet had gone. In 
the pockets were a silver watch, 20 
cents in change, a tin-type picture of 
the young man, and a pocketbook con- 
taining visiting cards bearing the name 
of “M. E. White, 232 South Grand 
street, Los Angeles." A library card 
in the same name was found, also a 
slip bearing the names of several prom- 
inent San Diego firms, with notes such 
as “Come again,’ “Favorable,” etc., 
indicating that the young fellow had 
been seeking employment. 

W. E. Howard, whose name was on 
the list, viewed the body and identi- 
fled it as that of a young man who ap- 
plied to him for work about 2 p.m. yes- 
terday. Mr. Howard remembered that 
the applicant was slightly cross-eyed, 
and this peculiarity was noticeable in 
the suicide. As the body was found at 
about 5 o'clock, the young man evi- 
dently lost no time in committing the 
deed, after applying unsuccessfully 
for work. From the condition of his 
hands, and the fact that shorthand writ- 
ing was found in his papers, he was 
unused to hard work. 

Coroner Woodward took steps to 
learn if the suicide is M. E. White of 
Los -Angeles, as indicated and a cor- 
oner’s jury will be impaneled this morn- 
ing to hold an inquest over the remains.
